3 A NATIONAL COLLAPSE: 

Until within a few months a bolief pre-

The events of the 
last few months havo shown the nations!

fragile foundation. The recent eppoint- 
ment of Peace Commissioners without 
power to do the work they were appointed 
to do, is perhops the most conspicoons 
evidence of the sham wisdom upoa which 
Chinoso reputation seems fo have been 
founded. The purpose of it was doubt- 
lesa to gain time, No consideration seems 
to have been given as to the effcct of thia | 
shallow trick apon their adversaries, The 
superior power which hides itse]f in Poking, 
deluding itself with the idon that the rest 
ofthe world ere idiots, could not, nider- 
stand that the Japanese wonld ba incenzed 
ot the trick-thut sas being played upon 
thom.
